Sanctification By Reu Gred C. Kidd 


Scripture Reading, Romans 6:1-7 


“What shall we say then? Shall we 
continue in sin that grace may 
abound? God forbid. How shall we, 
that are dead to sin, live any longer 
therein? Know ye not, that so many 
of us as were baptized into Jesus 
Christ were baptized into his death? 
Therefore, we are buried with him by 
baptism into death; that like as Christ 
was raised up from the dead by the 
glory of the Father, even so we also 
should walk in newness of life. For if 
we have been planted together in the 
likeness of his death, we shall be also 
in the likeness of his resurrection: 
knowing this, that our old man is cru- 
cified with him, that the body of sin 
might be destroyed, that henceforth 
we should not serve sin. For he that 
is dead is freed from sin.” 

In this chapter the apostle is deal- 
ing with original sin, and not so much 
its manifestation in act. So the apos- 
tle asks the question, “Shall we con- 
tinue under its reign?” and says, “God 
forbid.” It seems to me that is enough 
to convince any reasonable mind that 
there is a way to get rid of the old 
man. I thank God we don’t have to 
nurse him around through life. We 
can have him crucified and get rid 
of him and live a victorious life over 
sin and the devil. 

Now let us look into the words of the 
apostle. He speaks of being baptized 
into Christ’s death, and buried with 
Him by baptism into death. Just 
glancing over the words we might con- 
clude that he has reference to water 
baptism, but he is talking of some- 
thing far greater than water baptism. 
It is the death of the old man. Water 
baptism is a symbol of this death, and 
he was speaking of those who had 
been baptized into the symbol of 
Christ’s death. Going down beneath 
the water was regarded as death, even 
by the heathen and Greeks, and being 
raised out of it was a symbol of life or 
resurrection. The fact of death was 
set forth in the going down, and the 
fact of life in the raising out of it. 
Since this truth was known by those 
to whom this epistle was addressed, 
and they had been baptized symboli- 
cally into Christ’s death by baptism 
of water, they were to have fellowship 
in His death in heart. This is evident 
because the death of Christ was the 
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judicial crucifixion of the old man and 
their baptism was a fellowship in His 
death, which act was typical of death 
complete, to be accomplished in the 
destruction of the body of sin or the 
old man. 

Some might think this applies to the 
mortal body, but not so. The material 
bodies are never spoken of as being 
sinful in themselves. The sinful body 
is the old man in the heart. The sym- 
bol or act of baptism here includes the 
whole man. He is submerged in water 
which typifies a completeness of the 
inward work. The whole being is also 
raised up, showing symbolically a com- 
plete resurrection, a walking in new- 
ness of life. The baptism here resem- 
bles the act of Christ’s going down into 
death as a means of removing the sin 
of the world judicially out of sight, as 
the scapegoat bore Israel’s sin out of 
sight when carried away into the wil- 
derness, a desolate land where no hu- 
man life exists. The goat soon met 
death and was seen no more. 


Adam, the first, by sin went down 
into death, and all the holiness of cre- 
ation sank with him out of sight be- 
neath the waves of death. Christ as 
Adam, the second, gathered all the sin 
of the world upon Himself and went 
down into death and all the sin of the 
old creation sank with Him beneath 
the waves of death. Not one vestige of 
the old arose with Him. It was buried 
forever in His vicarious death. He died 
unto sin once for all, but in that He 
liveth He liveth unto God. The new 
creation only can live unto God. The 
old is dead. As Christ went down into 
death, the sin of the world rolled off 
Him, all sin left Him, and He came up 
free from every spot of sin. This was 
all representative, and the Holy Spirit 
has come to translate the whole into 
human life and experience. 

We are to die with Him. Regenera- 
tion is the introduction to this death. 
This may seem as a mystery to some, 
but to those who have been sanctified, 
it is no mystery but a genuine reality. 
We went down into the water and 
came up out of it in body, so after this 
we are to go down in spirit in death 
and come up in the full possession of 
life, the life of the new creation com- 
plete. As we go into death, the old 
man, body of sin, rolls off of us into 
death, and we come up with not one 


vestige of it clinging to our hearts. 


The Scripture speaks of being sanc- 
tified by the Holy Ghost. The Holy 
Spirit is the baptizing agent, we are 
the subjects, death is the element in- 
to which we are plunged. The effect is 
the death and burial of the old man, 
the resurrection to a life wholly re- 
newed in God’s image of holiness is 
the result. This is the settlement of 
the sin question. This is the disposal 
of the carnal principle, the old man, 
the body of sin. 

Brother, this is sanctification. This 
is the holiness without which no man 
shal see the Lord. Heb. 12:14. It is 
not obtained in regeneration. It is 
sanctification and is obtained by the 
justified believer by faith. Rom. 5:1, 2. 
Nobody is baptized with the Holy 
Ghost without first receiving this ex- 
perience. What a wonderful experience 
it is. Pentecost without holiness is not 
Pentecost. It is modernism and has 
been brought about by the influence 
of the spirit of antichrist. This is so 
of all the false doctrines in the world. 
But we need not marvel. Jesus said 
many false prophets would rise and 
would deceive many. Beware, Brother, 
lest they deceive you. Listen, God has 
chosen us before the foundation of the 
world, that we should be holy. Eph. 
1:4, “Then God said, Be ye holy for I 
am holy.” Are we ashamed of holiness? 
If so, then we are ashamed of God. 
Let us preach holiness and testify to 
it. People will say, “I am saved and 
baptized with the Holy Ghost.” Broth- 
er, where is your holiness? To me it 
is like eating bread which is not sea- 
soned with salt. I think the greatest 
trouble with this modern world of to- 
day is, they don’t want to die. They 
don’t want to bear the reproach of 
Christ. But as far as I am concerned, 
I will preach it and live it, if I am cru- 
cified with my feet up and head down. 
I am no better than Peter and my 
Lord. 

We find a fitting type of Christ in 
the fourth chapter of Leviticus. When 
the priest or the whole congregation 
sinned ignorantly and the sin was 
discovered, then he was to bring a 
young bullock for a sin offering, slay it 
at the door of the court, sprinkle its 
blood seven times before the vail that 
separated the holy and most holy 
places, and burn the flesh of the ani-

Jews Destroyed in Europe 


Agnes Scott Kent, writing in the 
Evangelical Christian, stated that 
the “Numremberg trials” have the fol- 
lowing “hideous facts”: 

“A total of 6,000,000 European Jews 
were killed by the Nazis. Of this num- 
ber—on the direct testimony of Adolf 
Eichmann, the Gestapo’s chief Jew 
catcher—4,000,000 died in concentra- 
tion camps and 2,000,000 were killed by 
extermination squads—some of them 
in the great gas chambers in the 
camps, some in traveling gas vans 
that moved from village to village, 
some in sealed freight cars whose 
floors were covered with quicklime. 

“Many thousands more were shot 
down, one by one, by machine guns. 
Thousands of Jewish girls were trans- 
ported to Nazi brothels. Thousands of 
Jewish women were victims of ‘medi- 
cal research’. Countless Jewish babies 
and little children were flung alive in- 
to common graves. 

“Field Marshal Keitel assisted in the 
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round-up of Jewish slave labourers by 
ordering Polish homes burned. The 
philosopher Alfred Rosenberg was in- 
volved in the order that babies born 
to Russian-Jewish women on slave 
labor trains be thrown from the win- 
dows. Fat, brutal Hans Frank testified 
that there were 3,500,000 Jews in West- 
ern Poland in 1941 and ‘perhaps 100,- 
000 in 1944.’”

Chicago Divorce Judges Alarmed 


The National Prohibitionist gives 
the following relative to these two 
jurists: 

“They are Judge J. Schnackenberg 
of Circuit Court and Judge Edwin A. 
Robson of Superior Court, whose legal 
mills grind out most of Chicago’s di- 
vorces. Both expressed themselves as 
alarmed at the popularity divorces are 
attaining. 

“When courts closed for 1945, yester- 
day, 19,407 divorce suits had been filed 
in the two branches, and 13,494 divor- 
ces granted. Marriages for the year 
totaled 43,573. In 1944, there were 
38,868 marriage licenses issued; 16,935 
divorce suits filed, and 12,543 decrees 
granted. 

“Judge Robson, who, since August, 
has heard 2,000 divorce cases, said: ‘I 
point to my record, not with pride, but 
with shame—shame for the people of 
my county, state, and country. But it 
is my duty as a judge of this state to 
hear cases assigned to me and this I 
have done.’ ”

Chicago Clergymen To Be Divorce 
Counsellors 


“The Chicago divorce courts are to 
have Protestant ministers and Jewish 
rabbis as marriage counsellors, ac- 
cording to a plan devised by a group 
of social workers, judges, lawyers and 
clergymen known as ‘The Marriage 
Committee of Chicago.’ 

“The committee, which was estab- 
lished at the instigation of Judge John 
A. Sbarbaro, is headed by Dr. Louis L. 
Mann, of Chicago Sinai congregation. 

“He pointed out that the clergymen 
‘are to make available the ageless wis- 
dom and experience of the power of 
religion.’ ” 


Palestine 

Rabbi William H. Fineshriber, of 
Philadelphia, in an address before a 
city-wide Jewish rally, introduced a 
proposal that Palestine be made an 
international shrine for all faiths. Dr. 
Fineshriber urged that Palestine be 
constituted the Holy Land of the 
world, under a commission of the 
United Nations. It was his opinion 
that such a move would bring peace 
to the Holy Land. God gave this land 
to the seed of Abraham and not until 
it is finally delivered by Christ, as 
Kings of the Jews, will that land have 
permanent peace.

Gideons and Bibles 

A report coming by RNS from Al- 
bany, N. Y., states that, “Each of the 
206 members of the New York State 
Legislature now owns a Bible. The law- 
makers received the volumes from the 
Gideons, who in forty-six years have 
placed 2,225,000 Bibles in hotel rooms 
and other public places. Austin Wells, 
Gideon state president, made the 
presentation. 

“Wells said that 46,000,000 volumes, 
containing the New Testament, the 
Psalms and Proverbs, have been pre- 
pared for distribution to young — 
ten to thirteen years old.”

You may wonder why the heading! 
The first item under the supplement 
containing the acts and teachings of 
the Assembly. One of the first prin- 
ciples accepted in the early history of 
the organization was that we accept 
the whole Bible rightly divided, which 
is today one of the most sacred prin- 
ciples; therefore, we meet together 
in annual conference to search the 
Scriptures and put them into practice. 
This is a principle that was a special 
feature of the early Church, and one 
of the basic ones that has held the 
Chureh together. Sticking to this has 
helped us not only in going along to- 
gether but has also helped in retain- 
ing our property, and surely it has 
been a great factor in the unity of the 
ministry. We are one great body of 
people and many more ministers than 
when these sacred principles were set 
forth. When an applicant for the 
ministry is examined by the examin- 
ing board, the first question, more 
than any other one, is, WHAT IS THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY? 

TOGETHER 

Continuing through the perilous 
days that are ahead, for we are facing 
the most severe times in the history 
of the Church. Many erroneous doc- 
trines are promoted today by men and 
organizations. Many are in the fight 
against true doctrine. Our stand to- 
day is not to be led by every wind of 
doctrine. The purpose of the Assem- 
bly, as in the past, is to search the 
Scriptures and it is our duty-bound 
obligation to preach and teach the 
doctrine set forth by the Assembly. 
A minister on the West Coast, Can- 
ada, Mexico, South America, or any 
part of the world, should be able to 
preach or teach without controversy 
(from the inside). Our message 
should have the teachings that are set 
forth by the Assembly embodied in 
them, that should we meet opposition 
on any corner of the earth our mes- 
sage will be the same. One of the 
greatest spiritual morale builders is 
to know this, that as my fellow min- 
isters go in and out among the people 
we are one in faith, in word, in doc- 
trine. Faith and fellowship among 
many Pentecostal movements have 
been wrecked because they have dif- 
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fered in doctrine rather than having 
a dependable unity. They became 
non-progressive, and are on a stand- 
still, or on the decrease today. God 
forbid that the ministry of the 
Church of God deviate from the early 
principles that have made * possible 
the going around the world with the 
gospel. 

ALL SPEAK THE SAME THING 

Paul besought the Corinthians to 
speak the same, that there be no di- 
visions, that they be perfectly joined 
together. For the Church to function 
and be progressive, Paul was very sure 
that they must be together on doc- 
trine, rather than in a state of con- 
fusion. His purpose in writing this 
letter surely was to hold them to- 
gether in doctrine. The outstanding 
fact among the ministry of the 
Church should be, That we all speak 
the same thing. Any doctrine set 
forth that differs from the teaching 
set forth by the General Assembly 
should not be promoted until it is ap- 
proved by the Assembly, and not until 
then. It must be in the mind of the 
ministry to speak the same thing. 
How can we have the face to go before 
our people and say, This is the way 
one minister preaches this, and an- 
other one preaches this way? What 
can we expect? I am very sure that 
we can’t speak the same thing under 
this influence. If you have a doctrine 
that differs from the teachings set 
forth by the Assembly, take it to the 
proper place, the General Assembly. 


TILL WE ALL COME IN THE 
UNITY OF THE FAITH 

We are honor bound to adhere to 
the teachings of the Assembly, be- 
cause we are Church of God preach- 
ers, because we must obey them that 
have the rule over us (the Assembly), 
because we are licensed to preach by 
the Church, and until the Church 
changes, we have no right to foster 
anything that is different from the 
teachings set forth by the Assembly. 
We have a much better way to work 
to this end (the unity of the faith) 
than many other organizations. “Till 
we all come to the unity of the faith”; 
our doctrine promoted and set forth 
by one of the greatest bodies of men 
on earth, men filled with the Holy 


Ghost, meet for the purpose of 
searching the Scriptures. The doc- 
trine that will help us more to come 
in the unity of the faith is the doc- 
trine set forth by God-fearing men 
who meet in the fear of God to search 
(together) the Scriptures until we are 
able to keep the unity of the faith and 
doctrine in this vast number that are 
going to the four corners of the earth. 
Our doctrine is the doctrine of the 
saints. If not, it should be the earn- 
est desire of this great number of 
ministers to reach the place for which 
Jude told us to contend. 

Some organizations that have two 
or more churches in the same city 
differ so much in doctrine (prompted 
by some pastor or leader), the con- 
trast is so great the fellowship is 
broken and the result is progress hin- 
dered, work at a standstill. When 
a minister comes to us from other 
organizations, I think the one great 
question should be, Are you willing 
to work in harmony and promote the 
doctrine set forth by the Assembly? 
If the answer is in the negative, he 
or she is not ready to represent the 
Church. We want all the fine men 
that we can have come our way, yet 
we want them to come only when they 
are to follow the Church in more than 
name, or fishes and loaves. When a 
minister preaches his same old line 
and fails to live up to the agreement 
to go along with us in the teaching 
set forth by the Assembly, he is not 
convinced in his mind that the 
Church is any nearer to a New Testa- 
ment church than his old line or 
doctrine. We are not licensed to pro- 
mote our theory. We are Church of 
God ministers, licensed to preach by 
the Church. We must offer what the 
Assembly says, as long as we are that 
Assembly. 

STRIVING TOGETHER 


“Striving together for the faith of 
the gospel,” Phil. 1:27. The purpose 
of every loyal minister is to see the 
Church reach a higher level in soul- 
winning. Surely our aim is a higher 
percentage in unity, in faith, doctrine, 
and fellowship. My fellow minister, no 
matter to what part of the earth your 
call has taken you, we are laborers 
together with God. Striving together 
has brought us to the place we are 
today. We are working for the great- 
est cause ever promoted—soul-win- 
ning. Striving together in the faith 
of the gospel will bring us to the great 
day when we will have won the final 
victory and our gospel message will 
end with one eternal note of praise.

Smoke, Chew Tobacco, or Dip Snuff? 


“The Church of God stands against 
the use of tobacco in any form.”— 
Page 159 of 1945 Minutes, under cap- 
tion, CHURCH OF GOD TEACHINGS. 
This, however, does not mean that 
we are against the use of tobacco in 
its most useful, chemical form, be- 
cause tobacco contains one of the best 
poisons to kill bugs and plant pests 
known. 

For taking this stand against the 
personal, habitual use or form of to- 
bacco, our church has been the sub- 
ject of hard criticism by other de- 
nominations whose members use to- 
bacco. We have been called fanatical, 
uneducated, and ignorant. Perhaps, 
we have thrust at folk a little rough 
from our pulpits, and pictured their 
mouths looking like a “garbage can,” 
and used many other hard and cut- 
ting expressions, which, no doubt, have 
driven some away a bit embarrassed. 
When, on the other hand, if we had 
used a little more wisdom and pre- 
sented our subject or our expressions 
with more intelligence, backed by 
“facts” and “reason,” based upon 
scriptural grounds, we might have 
done more good and helped more to 
give up the use of tobacco. No doubt, 
some have used more wisdom than 
others. As for myself, when a younger 
minister, I liked the rough and tum- 
bling “get-them-told” method. How- 
ever, I’ll have to confess, I don’t re- 
member ONE person I ever won to my 
way of thinking or belief by my “mak- 
ing light” and “ridiculing,” or paint- 
ing word pictures, making tobacco- 
users the “goats of humanity.” May 
God give us wisdom to approach this 
subject with the intelligence that will 
bless someone. I am not trying to 
make anyone feel embarrassed, but to 
show you why this church stands 
against the use of tobacco. I am con- 
scientiously convinced that we have 
the Bible on our side. I have six 
points to bring to issue: 


1. TOBACCO AS USED TODAY 
IS AN EVIL INVENTION 
Eccl. 7:29, “Lo, this only have I 
found, that God hath made man up- 
right; but they have sought out many 
inventions.” My text savs God made 
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man upright, but he sought out many 
inventions. Man is still seeking with 
an “evil eye” to invent anything under 
the sun that has never been brought 
into existence. The inventions now 
on record in the United States patent 
office number around 2,200,000, and 
over 1,200 patent applications are filed 
each week. Of this number, a great 
many of the inventions are “evil.” 
Rom. 1:30,“ . .  . inventors of evil 
things. . . ” Psa. 106:29, “Thus 
they provoked him to anger with their 
inventions: and the plague brake in 
upon them.” This nation of ours 
is suffering under the “plague” of 
evil things today, and tobacco is one 
of the greatest. Man was not will- 
ing to let “good enough” alone as God 
made it and gave it to him for his 
blessing. Thus, he took the barley, 
rye, potatoes, grapes, other fruits and 
plants and corn, which are all won- 
derful, nutritious foods, and turned 
his “evil eye” upon them and pro- 
duced whisky and wines and a hun- 
dred and one other things which have 
just about ruined every civilization 
that ever existed. Thus, you see the 
old “evil eye” (Luke 11:24; Mark 7: 
22, 23; Prov. 23:6) was also turned 
upon the tobacco plant, which, if used 
right, would be of untold blessing to 
the human race. 

The history of tobacco-using doesn’t 
seem to be so old. Columbus, in 
1492, saw natives smoking cigars 
(rolled tobacco leaves). Snuff and 
tobacco chewing was first observed in 
1502, in America. Then, tobacco was 
first taken to Europe by Francisco 
Fernandes, and was sent by Jene 
Nicot (whence Nicotine) to Catherine 
De Medici. Sir Walter Raleigh took 
up smoking and was a leading figure 
in making the habit fashionable. 

2. THEORY WORD “TOBACCO” 

NOT FOUND IN BIBLE 

Some justify themselves and ease 

their conscience with the thought 


that the word “tobacco” is not found 
in the Scripture. It is true that the 
word is not found in the Scripture, but 
it is equally true that many, many 
other words are not found in the 
Scripture. Thus, if the theory works 
that it is ALL RIGHT to do or practice 
a thing like using tobacco, because it 
is not mentioned by word in the 
Scripture, then it would be all right to 
do and practice other things as long 
as the word is not found in the Scrip- 
ture. All the “evil inventions” which 
have been introduced since the writ- 
ing of the Bible would fall into the 
class “not found in the Scripture.” 
For example, the words “theaters,” 
“whisky,” “dice,” “cards,” “slot ma- 
chines,” “pool tables,” and a thousand 
other things are not mentioned in the 
Scripture. I’m sure all conscientious 
Christians will agree with me that it 
is a sin to sanction or set approval 
upon the practice of such devices and 
evils. Luke 16:15, “And he (Jesus) 
said unto them, Ye are they which 
justify yourselves before men; but 
God knoweth your hearts: for that 
which is highly esteemed among men 
is abomination in the sight of God.” 


3. CHEMICAL ANALYSIS — POISON 

There is a curious group of drugs 
and poisons, mostly extracted from 
plants, called the alkaloids. Nicotine 
is a colorless, oily alkaloid. The poison 
nicotine is more abundant in the 
tobacco plant than any other source. 
Some of these drugs have a very pow- 
erful effect upon the nerves and are 
very poisonous to the body. Some 
alkaloids cause unconsciousness or 
sleep, numbing the nerves, and, for 
dulling pain, are used in hospitals. 
Nicotine found in the tobacco plant 
is best used for poisoning plant pests. 
However, millions, women and girls 
included, are not using NICOTINE to 
kill the bugs, flies and plant pests, 
but to poison or contaminate their 
own bodies. They are hastening their 
funeral. The old saying is, “Driving 
nails into their coffin”; committing 
hari-kari the American way. The dic- 
tionary records a disease called 
“tobacco heart,” and it is caused by 
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Nany Are HFtealed 
e © By Speaking the (Word 


Matt. 8:8, “The centurion answered 
and said, Lord, I am not worthy that 
thou shouldest come under my roof; 
but speak the word only, and my serv- 
ant shall be healed.” 


St. John 4:48-50, “Then said Jesus 
unto him, Except ye see signs and 
wonders, ye will not believe. The no- 
bleman saith unto him, Sir, come 
down ere my child die. Jesus saith unto 
him, Go thy way; thy son liveth. And 
the man believed the word that Jesus 
had spoken unto him, and he went his 
way.” And his child was healed. And 
Jesus said, “Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, He that believeth on me, the 
works that I do shall he do also; and 
greater works than these shall he do; 
because I go unto my Father.” 

Many are being healed just by 
speaking the word. Since Jesus has 
said that “he that believeth on me 
shall do greater works,” why should 
any wonder at this text? The work is 
being done. For the benefit of the sick 
and suffering, I am writing this to 
encourage your faith, and to help 
those that are sick and afflicted to 
get healing for their bodies. 

Sometime ago, I wrote a piece to the 
Evangel, “If You Meet Conditions, You 
Can Be Healed,” and many have writ- 
ten me asking what the conditions 
are, and I notice that some have writ- 
ten like this, “I got one of your books 
and you say we should not take medi- 
cine if we get healing for our bodies.” 
Yes, how do you think you can get 
your healing without faith? and you 
know that you don’t have faith in 
God when you are taking the arm of 
flesh for your God. Do away with your 
remedies, put your trust in the Lord, 
and believe the words that are written 
in my letters to the sick. If you will 
believe and not doubt, Jesus will make 
you whole. Lay the handkerchief on 
your body in Jesus’ name, and expect 
the disease to go and it will go. Only 
believe and you are healed. For an ex- 
ample, a blind man came to my meet- 
ing in Mt. Vernon, Ill., in 1937, and 
while I was telling the sick what they 
would have to do to get healing, this 
man began to say, “I can do that,” 
over and over in his mind, and then 
he said, “I will do that,” and that mo-

ment his eyesight came to him and he 
could see well. Just so, if you who send 
handkerchiefs will believe, you, too, 
can receive healing. This man was a 
sinner but when his eyes were opened 
he believeth God for his soul, and he is 
still living for God, or at least he was 
last summer at the camp meeting in 
Benton, Il. 

I went to New Mexico in October of 
1945 and began a revival at Carlsbad, 
and while there, Sister Morgan, of 
Clovis, N. Mex., came, with cancer, for 
prayer. I just told her to stand at her 
seat, and asked her what her trouble 
was and she said she had a cancer, 
and it was inward. I told her to feel 
for it and the pain left her. I had her 
to run and the cancer left her. She 
went back home and was examined by 
the same doctor and no cancer could 
be found. This is Brother Morgan’s 
wife, the pastor at Clovis, N. Mex. I 
just spoke the word and the cancer 
disappeared. 

My next revival was at Hobbs, N. 
Mex., where God wrought some most 
wonderful miracles. One sister had a 
tumor for six years. I just said, “Sis- 
ter, that tumor is not there,” and the 
folk standing by saw it disappear. An- 
other sister was ruptured so badly 
that her intestines came out like a 
gallon bucket. I just told her to press 
on it and I saw it go all into place, and 
she was made whole. A young girl, 
thirteen years old, had a deformed 


foot from birth. Her foot was two sizes 
smaller than the other. I just told her 
to stamp her foot and it became nor- 
mal as the other. 

If anyone should have any doubt as 
to the facts of these marvelous things, 
just write Brother L. C. Pennington, 
and he will verify every word I have 
said. Jesus cast out devils with His 
word, and He said if we believed on 
Him we should do greater things than 
these. 

In Hot Springs, N. Mex., just after 
Christmas, I preached eleven nights. 
Sister Fannie Foshee is pastor there, 
and she had an ailment for years. She 
came in line for prayer and I told her 
she was healed. She said, “I don’t feel 
anything.” I said, “What do you want 
God to do, turn you a flip?” She said, 
“T will take you at your word,” and the 
work was done. You may write her, 
if you please. 

There are numbers of others space 
won’t permit, but here is one for you 
who have my book, “Marvels and Mir- 
acles of Healing.”

The ks Condition of Man 


C. E. NEAL 


In Ephesians 2, the apostle Paul 
says, “You hath he quickened who 
were dead in trespasses and sins,” 
meaning a living corpse. Through sin 
the soul is dead to all that is holy, for 
sin is the death of the soul; Isa. 59:2, 
separated from the life that is in God; 
Eph 2:2, according to the course of 
this world; 1 Cor. 2:6, 12:3; 18:19, the 
evil system of this world as opposed 
to the world to come; aliens from God 
and lying in the wicked one, 1 John 
5:9, the prince of the power of the 
air, the unseen ruler of the evil spirits 
that rule in the air around this world. 


They not only rule other spirits, but 
have men fast in their devilish power. 
They rage through the air and hinder 
prayers, send storms at the permission 
of God, also disease germs, and blind 
men with. unbreakable habits of sin; 
therefore Paul urges the saints to put 
on the whole armor of God, and John 
says, “On some have compassion, mak- 
ing a difference; others pulling them 
out of the fire, hating even the gar- 
ments spotted by the flesh.” Satan 
knows he has only a short time; he 
knows what his fate is, therefore he is

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It is my purpose to deal with this 
subject by way of comparison and 
contrast. I am quite sure that every 
unbiased reader will be able to see 
that there is, by far, a greater Biblical 
difference in sin and sins than the 
fact that sin is singular and sins is 
plural, for the difference between the 
two is as broad as the distance be- 
tween a sanctified person of today 
and Adam after his fall. 

Therefore, without further intro- 
duction, let us observe: 

1. That sin is original; that is, sin 
was before there were sins. 

The Word of God sets forth the fact 
that sin has two origins. The first 
was angelic—Satan, also his angels— 
and took place in heaven. We read, 
“He that committeth sin is of the 
devil; for the devil sinneth from the 
beginning. For this purpose the Son 
of God was manifested, that he might 
destroy the works of the devil,” 1 John 
3:8. “How art thou fallen from 
heaven, O Lucifer, son of the morn- 
ing! how art thou cut down to the 
ground, which didst weaken the na- 
tions!” Isaiah 14:12. “And he said unto 
them, I beheld Satan as lightning 
fall from heaven,” Luke 10:18. “Now 
the serpent was more subtil than any 
beast of the field which the Lord God 
had made. And he said unto the 
woman, Yea, hath God said, Ye shall 
not eat of every tree of the garden? 
And when the woman saw that the 
tree was good for food, and that it 
was pleasant to the eyes, and a tree 
to be desired to make one wise, she 
took of the fruit thereof, and did eat, 
and gave also unto her husband with 
her; and he did eat,” Genesis 3:1, 6. 

The second origin of sin was human 
and started in the Garden of Eden. 

“And the Lord God commanded the 
man, saying, Of every tree of the 
garden thou mayest freely eat: But of 
the tree of the knowledge of good and 
evil, thou shalt not eat of it: for in 
the day that thou eatest thereof thou 
shalt surely die,” Genesis 2:16, 17. 
“And he said, who told thee that thou 
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wast naked? Hast thou eaten of the 
tree, whereof I commanded thee that 
thou shouldest not eat? And the man 
said, The woman whom thou gavest 
to be with me, she gave me of the 
tree, and I did eat. And the Lord God 
said, Behold, the man is become as 
one of us, to know good and evil: and 
now, lest he put forth his hand, and 
take also of the tree of life, and eat, 
and live forever: So he drove out the 
man; and he placed at the east of the 
garden of Eden Cherubims, and a 
flaming sword which turned every 
way, to keep the way of the tree of 
life,” Genesis 3:11, 12, 22, 24. 

One of the greatest mysteries about 
sin’s existence resides in its being and 
its beginning in Lucifer—Satan. How- 
ever, no matter how phenomenal, 
God’s Word, which clearly states this 
matter as a fact, can not be ques- 
tioned. 

Neither is there justification for 
disbelieving the record of the tragic 
beginning and inception of sin in hu- 
manity—Adam. 

2. Sin, since its human origin as in 
Adam, is Adamic. The question has 
arisen many times, “Since Eve was 
first to eat of the forbidden fruit, why 
is it that the responsibility for sin and 
the consequent curse is not placed 
upon her?” The best Biblical answer, 
no doubt, is, “And Adam was not de- 
ceived, but the woman being deceived 
was in the transgression,” 1 Timothy 
2:14. Therefore, original sin is not 
transmitted to us from Eve through 
our maternal ancestors, but through 
Adam, through our paternal ances- 
tors. In this light Jesus was born of 
woman without sin. This is another 
reason for the expression “Adamic 
sin.” The deduction, therefore, is, Eve 
was exempted because she was de- 
ceived, while the burden for sin was 
imbibed in Adam’s own heart and 
transmitted from him to every human 
being in the world, because he 
violated God’s law being fully con- 
scious of what his act meant, so far 
as knowing what would be the conse- 


quences for Eve and himself. 


Therefore, sin is attributed to Adam 
and one theological term used in 
speaking of original human sin is “the 
Adamic sin” or “the Adamic nature.” 
“For as in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ are all made alive,” 1 Corin- 
thians 15:24. Originally, we had our 
birth in Adam. Therefore, being poten- 
tially in him, the head of humanity, 
we also participated in the wilful dis- 
obedience. “For until the law sin was 
in the world: but sin is not imputed 
when there is no law. Nevertheless 
death reigned from Adam to Moses, 
even over them that had not sinned 
after the similitude of Adam’s trans- 
gression, who is the figure of him that 
was to come,” Romans 5:13,14. Our 
being in Adam is no greater mystery 
than: “And as I may so say, Levi also, 
who receiveth tithes, payed tithes in 
Abraham. For he was yet in the loins 
of his father, when Melchisedec met 
him,” Heb. 7:9, 10. 

3. Sin is inherited or inherent. It is 
in this phase of the subject that the 
term “Adamic” is used most fre- 
quently. Paul, the apostle, gives us 
our theological basis for the theory 
that sin is transmitted to the entire 
human family from Adam. As proof 
of this we read: “Wherefore, as by 
one man sin entered into the world, 
and death by sin; and so death passed 
upon all men, for that all have sinned. 
(For until the law sin was in the 
world: but sin is not imputed where 
there is no law. For if by one man’s 
offence death reigned by one; much 
more they wnich receive abundance 
of grace and of the gift of righteous- 
ness shall reign in life by one, Jesus 
Christ.)” Romans 5:12, 13, 17. “For as 
in Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive,” 1 Corinthians 
15:22. 

It appears that no better starting 
point can be found than, “And Adam 
lived an hundred and thirty years, 
and begat a son in his own likeness, 
after his image; and called his name 
Seth,” Genesis 5:3, and certainly no 
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more definite proof of Adam’s imme- 
diate offspring inheriting sin from 
him. Notice the reading. Now compare 
this with, “So God created man in his 
own image, in the image of God 
created he him; male and female 
created he them,” Genesis 1:27. 

Some Bible scholars contend that 
man was made in the image and like- 
ness of God only morally. Others teach 
that man was made both morally and 
physically in the image and likeness 
of God. Be that as it may, it is self- 
evident that as Adam was made in 
the image and likeness of God in His 
absolute holiness and perfection, so 
also was Seth begotten by Adam in 
his image and likeness of unrighteous- 


e oe and imperfection. 
This fact by no means supports the 


almost altogether discarded Pelagius 
theory that the fall stood in the im- 
mediate offspring of Adam. The Bible, 
in fact, gives unquestionable support 
to the doctrine of total depravity of 
the entire human race in Adam. This 
is known as the Augustinian theory 
and is accepted by Christendom al- 
most universally. “Therefore as by 
the offence of one, judgment came 
upon all men to condemnation; even 
so by the righteousness of one, the 
free gift came upon all men unto 
justification of life,” Romans 5:18. 

We have but to consider the fol- 
lowing scriptures to seal forever the 
fact that inherent sin did not cease 
with the demise of Adam’s immediate 
posterity. “And God saw that the 
wickedness of man was great in the 
earth, and that every imagination of 
the thoughts of his heart was only 
evil continually,” Genesis 6:5. “Behold, 
I was shapen in iniquity; and in sin 
did my mother conceive me,” Psalm 
51:5. “The wicked are estranged from 
the womb: they go astray as soon as 
they be born, speaking lies,” Psalm 

8:3. It is evident that this “estrange- 

ent” is applicable to every child that 
is born, no matter how much we re- 
gret to admit it. “What then? are 
we better than they? No, in no wise: 
for we have before proved both Jews 
and Gentiles, that they are all under 
sin; They are all gone out of the way, 
they are together become unprofitable; 
there is none that doeth good, no, not 
one,” Romans 3:9, 12. 

3. Sins are not inherited but com- 
mitted. Sins can only be a reality upon 
an individual’s act of transgression. It 
may be a violation of God’s law, the 
law of nature, or trespasses against 
his fellow man. Since it is an indi- 
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vidual act or acts done by decision, 
will, and choice, he and he alone is 
responsible for the _ transgression. 
Therefore, in Ezekiel 18:4 we read, 
“The soul that sinneth shall die.” 
That is, the “person” that sinneth 
commits sin, be it one or one hundred, 
shall die except he repent and obtain 
forgiveness. Let us read, “There were 
present at that season some that 
told him of the Galileans, whose blood 
Pilate had mingled with their sacri- 
fices. Suppose ye that these Galileans 
were sinners above all the Galileans? 
I tell you, Nay: but, except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish,” Luke 13: 
1-3. This proves that sins are pos- 
sible only by sinners, individuals who 
commit them. “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness,” 1 John 1:9. Here 
you notice sins forgiven but sin (un- 
righteousness) cleansed. “Some men’s 
sins are open beforehand, going be- 
fore to judgment; and some men they 
follow after,” 1 Timothy 5:24. Here 
we have two judgments made neces- 
sary by sins. 1. Judgment is for the 
penitent sinner who receives forgive- 
ness in life—judgment of the cross. 2. 
Judgment of a person who dies in his 
sins and is resurrected to face his sins 
at the white throne judgment. 

Sins are forgiven while sin is purged. 
“And he laid it upon my mouth and 
said, Lo, this hath touched thy lips; 
and thine iniquity is taken away, and 
thy sin purged,” Isaiah 6:7. “Every 
branch in me that beareth not fruit 
he taketh away: and every branch 
that beareth fruit, he purgeth it, that 
it may bring forth more fruit,” John 
15:2. “If a man therefore purge him- 
self from these, he shall be a vessel 
unto honour, sanctified, and meet for 
the master’s use, and prepared unto 
every good work,” 2 Timothy 2:21. 

4. Sin is a principle. Definition: 
“Source or cause from which a thing 
comes.” That is, in this relation sin 
is the fountainhead from which flows 
sins. “For out of the heart proceed 
evil thoughts, murders, adulteries, 
fornication, thefts, false witness, blas- 
phemies,” Matt. 15:19. Sin is a prin- 
ciple. Sins are practical. The Greek 
word is “praktikos,” active; Greek, 
“prassein,” to do, practical, per- 
taining to, or obtained through ex- 
perience or use, as practical knowl- 
edge. For Biblical example, read Gala- 
tians 5:21: “Envyings, murders, 
drunkenness, revellings, and such like: 
of the which I tell you before, as I 


have also told you in time past, that 
they which do such things shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God.” 

5. Furthermore sin is the tap root 
of the tree that produces these sins. 
The tree of the Lord, a Christian, is 
filled with sap. “The trees of the 
Lord are full of sap; the cedars of 
Lebanon, which he hath planted,” 
Psalms 104:16, and, due to that sap 
coming up through the root, the tree 
bears spiritual fruit. Again, “But the 
fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, 
longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness, temperance: against 
such there is no law,” Gal: 5:22, 32. 

So just as truly, the sap of sin rises 
through the root of the tree, a sinner, 
and he bears the fruits of the flesh— 
sins. 

6. Sin is personified as a feudal lord 
or slave master, and man as the 
“servant or slave.” “For when ye were 
the servants of sin, ye were free from 
righteousness,” Romans 6:20. 

Notice that man is ashamed of the 
things sin has him do. “What fruit 
had ye in those things whereof ye 
are now ashamed? for the end of 
those things is death,” Romans 6:21. 


The tragic thing about this servi- 
tude is the wages received. “The wages 
of sin is death.” “For the wages of 
sin is death; but the gift of God is 
eternal life through Jesus Christ our 
Lord,” Romans 6:23. 

Sin is not only the feudal lord but 
he pays those who are his slaves; yes, 
pays them for their works, sins, with 
death. 

Physical death is upon every man 
because of Adam’s sin. “For as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ shall 
all be made alive,” 1 Cor. 15:22. “And 
as it is appointed unto men once to 
die, but after this the judgment,” 
Heb. 9:27. 

Every human being is born in a 
state of apt death. “Purge me with 
hyssop, and I shall be clean: wash 
me, and I shall be whiter than snow,” 
Psa. 51:7. “And you hath he quick- 
ened, who were dead in trespasses and 
sins,” Eph. 2:1. But no man has or 
shall go to hell for Adam’s transgres- 
sion. As the atonement of Christ from 
the foundation of the world was 
placed under him, keeping him out 
of hell, so also his posterity is exempt- 
ed from damnation for that transgres- 
sion. It was the effect of his trans- 
gression that was transmitted to us 
and that principle working in us pro- 
duced sins, and individual sins will be

The first thought that en- 
tered my mind as I descended the 
stairs was that our living room had 
been converted to a trunk room. Suit- 
cases, lockers, trunks, and boxes were 
everywhere. The girls were all very 
anxious to get moved and some, who 
couldn’t wait for the truck, began to 
carry boxes and suitcases so that they 
would have a good start toward get- 
ting into their new home. 

Soon the truck appeared at the door 
and began loading up. Everyone was 
in a great hurry to get his belong- 
ings on first. The boys were hard 
workers and soon started off with the 
first truck load. Each girl was told to 
leave her room clean for the next per- 
son who moved in. When they had 
finished this task, they marked their 
room number on the trunks and de- 
parted for the dormitory to begin 
cleaning their room while awaiting 
the truck. 

Everything was very dusty, but a 
good wet mop and a few dust cloths 
soon had all the furniture and floors 
shining. When the dust was cleaned 
up, we discovered that the floors were 
inlaid with beautiful linoleum. The 
walls are white and each room has 
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fluorescent lights. The furniture con- 
sists of a double bunk, a library table- 
desk, two chairs, and a chest of 
drawers with a mirror. Each room has 
two closets so that each girl may have 
her own private one. 

By noon most all of the girls were 
well situated in their new home, and 
in the afternoon the girls from the 
hotel moved in. These girls occupied 
one end of the third floor and the 
girls from Maple Hall occupied the 
other end. The moping and cleaning, 
along with the hurry and bustle of 
things, lasted until late into the even- 
ing and finally, when bedtime came, 
all the girls were very willing to crawl 
into bed, for everyone was tired and 
sleepy. 

Although we have no bells over 
here, one of the girls rings a cowbell 
for us to get up by and when study 
hall begins. So you see, we are all a 
very happy group of girls, mostly be- 
cause we have the love of God in our 
lives, and surely He will keep us 
happy if we stay in the center of His 
divine will.

When one passes through Sevierville 
and goes by the Bible Training School, 
his glance goes immediately to the 


new building. When I first came here 
in September, 1944, there was finished 
just the framework of the new build- 
ing.

The theme selected 
this year is the challenging slogan: 
“Marching Orders for a New Day,” 
which typifies the program of greatly 
enlarged Scripture distribution the Bi- 
ble Society faces in providing Scrip- 
tures for the many countries through- 
out the world emerging from years of 
destructive warfare. Sheets of Bible 
Seals are being supplied at one dollar 
each. 

Assistant Secretary Joseph C. Grew 
and Chancellor Arthur H. Compton, of 
Washington University, St. Louis, are 
sponsoring the Society’s campaign and 
have addressed strong messages to the 
nearly 700,000 of their fellow Ameri- 
cans who are included in this year’s 
mailings. 

“From every land where the blight 
of war has been felt, there come pleas 
for the Christian Scriptures to aid 
in the search for that sheet-anchor 
and a better way of life,” Mr. Grew 


has written. “Shall we withhold from 
these hungry souls the peace to be 
found in the 23rd Psalm and the firm 
support and helpful guidance of the 
Sermon on the Mount? 

“Only American Christians can fill 
those needs now, for only America has 
the paper and the presses and the re- 
sources to provide the Books. A Chris- 
tian may well feel that he can gi 
to no more important cause than f 
the distribution of the Scriptures 
through the American Bible Society.” 

Dr. Compton, prominent scientist 
and one of those principally concerned 
with the “Manhattan project,” has 
said: “Most highly valued cf the 
sources of vision and courage that the 
world has found is the Bible. Here in 
the Bible is health and strength to the 
crushed and bewildered peoples of the 
earth, and for the victors, humility, 
patience and goodwill. 

“Bombs have stopped a tragic war. 
International agreements may prevent

too constant use of tobacco, which 
makes the heart beat irregularly. If 
ou question the truth of my state- 
ments that tobacco is poisonous to 
your body, all I ask you to do is to 
read the tobacco companies’ adver- 
tisements in the newspapers or on the 
billboards, or listen to your radio. 
Most every company emphasizes the 
fact that their brand has “LESS 
NICOTINE” and “LESS THROAT IR- 
RITATION.” What is this but a frank 
admittance on the part of the tobacco 
companies that its use will cause 
poisoning or throat irritation? Some 

1k will have enough throat irritation 

ithout resorting to an aid to help 
along a trouble. I see people every 
day on the streets with eyes sunk in 
and chest caved in. They look poi- 
soned, pitiful, and poor, just because 
they use tobacco. Many have been 
known to gain twenty, thirty and 
forty pounds upon quitting the use of 
tobacco, which is another indication 
that it is injurious to health. 

God certainly speaks against the 
contamination of our bodies. Read the 
Moffat’s Version, which seems to 
speak plainer, of 2 Cor. 7:1,“As these 
great promises are ours, beloved, let 
us cleanse ourselves from EVERY- 
THING that CONTAMINATES either 
FLESH or spirit; let us be fully conse- 
crated by reverence for God.” The 
King James Version says, “. . . let us 
cleanse ourselves from all filthiness 
of the flesh and spirit ... ” Brother, 
it is about time for some of these 
church members and ministers to 
have a house cleaning. God said 
CLEAN UP, CLEAN UP. Clean your 
pockets, your mouths, your back-be- 
hind-the-door shelves, until the scent 
is gone of that POISON which has 
“contaminated” your lungs until your 

eath smells terrible. No wonder 

me of these folk go around cough- 
ing up parts of their body. Their lungs 
have been partly fried, smoked up, 
baked, and half cooked with nicotine 
irritation and tobacco poison. God 
wants these bodies for temples for His 
Holy Spirit to dwell in, and is dis- 
pleased with all this “contamination” 
of the flesh. 

4. TOBACCO USING IS AN OUT- 

RAGEOUS WASTE 

The Bible condemns wasting. Jesus 
had His disciples to gather up the 
fragments that remained after feed- 
ing the five thousand men, besides 
women and children. We will give an 
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account for our talents, our money, 
and even our time at the judgment. 
Let’s take into consideration the 
WASTE of ONE package of cigarettes 
a day. Many people use more than one 
package a day, and some men, wives, 
daughters, and sons, the whole family 
combined, will use four and five pack- 
ages a day. A person smoking ONE 
package of cigarettes a day, at l17c a 
package, wastes or blows into the air 
in the form of smoke, in one year, the 
sum of $62.05. This is enough money 
to buy shoes, at $5 a pair, to last a 
man twelve and one-half years, wear- 
ing one pair a year. You could buy 
enough shirts, at $2.50 each, to last 
@ man around eight years, at one 
shirt each four months. You could buy 
enough socks, at 50c a pair, to last a 
man ten years, at one pair each 
month. This amount of money, if 
given to the mission cause, would be 
the equivalent or means of winning 
at least sixteen souls at the rate per 
capita to win one on mission fields. 
This amount of money, if given to 
missions, would distribute 1,241 Gos- 
pels of St. John to the poor and needy 
souls. Yet, my friend, all this waste 
of money is blown up into the air and 
used to poison the body with nicotine. 
You tell me God is pleased with that? 
I should say He is not. Why don’t you 
pray about this and listen to His voice? 

The Bible teaches us that “what- 
soever ye do in word or DEED, do all 
in the name of the Lord Jesus, GIV- 
ING THANKS to God and the Father 
by him.” Tell me! Pray tell me, con- 
scientious soul, how you could “GIVE 
THANKS” for blowing into the thin 
air, by spitting on the ground, souls, 
which money, if used for missions, 
would have brought to Christ! Think, 
my friend, of all the souls that will be 
lost because you were not willing to 
give up this terrible habit. We are told 
in Rom. 8:13, “For if ye live after the 
flesh, ye shall die; but if ye through 
the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the 
body (flesh), ye shall live.” To “mor- 
tify” means to make self-denial or die 
out to fleshly things, like tobacco. 

5. “HOW SHALL WE ESCAPE IF WE 
NEGLECT SO GREAT 
SALVATION?” 

I’m going to cite you to two positive 
cases and let you be the judge of the 
sin of this whole affair. Is tobacco- 
using a sin? Yes, ten thousand times 
yes, and any Christian who loves 
Jesus Christ will bring his body into 
subjection, and clean it up for His 
sake. 

Case No. 1. Charles G. Finney, in 


his book on revivals, said one church 
he was acquainted with actually con- 
fessed that they spent more money 
for tobacco than they gave to mis- 
sions. And yet they had no minister 
because they were not able to support 
one. This has happened in hundreds 
of communities—NEGLECT OF God’s 
salvation. Some would rather have a 
chew of tobacco than to have the 
message of Jesus Christ. 

Case No. 2. Dr. E. P. Alldredge, in 
his book “Southern Baptists in World 
Service,” gives the following informa- 
tion: “In 1935, Southern Baptists 
averaged one dollar per capita to 
missions. The per capita, including 
children and women, spent that year 
for tobacco, was sixteen dollars and 
fifty cents.” He also says, “Do the 
things Christians spend their money 
for indicate what they love? If so, 
please notice that Southern Baptists 
spend nearly seventeen times as much 
for tobacco as for missions. A mer- 
chant in a big rural community re- 
ported that the Baptist Church mem- 
bers in that community spent over 
$2,000 annually for tobacco. The 
amount reported for missions by the 
Baptist Church in that community 
was not fifteen per cent of $2,000.” He 
continues, “If Southern Baptist pas- 
tors, Sunday School officers and 
teachers, and Training Union leaders 
would work as faithfully, intelligently, 
and attractively to get the 4,200,000 
Baptist Church members to under- 
stand and practice New Testament 
stewardship as the tobacco companies 
do to get these same church members 
to use tobacco, what do you suppose 
would happen?” 

Sir, that comes from the mind of a 
great leader of the Baptist Church. 
Now, do you see that the Church of 
God is right in its stand against the 
use of tobacco? Is the Church right 
in protecting the health of its mem- 
bers? Is the Church right in con- 
demning this outrageous waste? 

6. MY CONCLUSION OF THIS 
MATTER 

My friend, I’m leaving the answer 
to you. As you stand in the presence 
of Almighty God, let Him judge your 
conscience. SHOULD A CHRISTIAN 
SMOKE, CHEW TOBACCO, OR DIP 
SNUFF? Do you need or want deliver- 
ance from this monster habit? If so, 
you can have it. Are you willing to do 
what the Bible teaches, and “clean 
up”? Are you willing to dedicate your 
life, money, health (body), to greater 
living in God? Are you willing to stop

the only thing for which any person 
will be sent to hell. 

Sin is the progenitor or father; sins 
are the children. Paul says, “Knowing 
this, that our old man is crucified with 
him, that the body of sin might be 
destroyed, that henceforth we should 
not serve sin,” Romans 6:6. 

We adduce from this that “the old 
man” is ever able to beget and produce 
sins so long as he lives in the heart. 
It is only reasonable, then, that Paul 
was telling the Christians at Rome 
that their only real safeguard against 
sins was the crucifixion execution of 
the old man that the body of sin 
(generic source of sins) might be de- 
stroyed; not suppressed, controlled, 
subjected, but destroyed.

mal without the camp. To this Paul 
has reference in Heb. 13:11, 12, “For 
the bodies of those beasts whose blood 
is brought into the sanctuary (holy 
place) by the high priest for sin, are 
burned without the camp. “Wherefore, 
Jesus also that he might sanctify the 
people with his own blood, suffered 
without the gate.” The blood sprinkled 
seven times in the holy place for sin 
represents the blood of Jesus, and the 
bodies of those beasts being burned 
without the camp represent Christ’s 
suffering without the gate for us. The 
blood thus sprinkled in the holy place 
typifies the blood of Jesus shed for 
the purpose that He might sanctify 
the people. Ordinarily, all sacrifices 
were burned on the great brazen al- 
tar, but this one was taken without 
the camp, out to the ash pile, and was 
burned there. And Paul said, “Let us 
go therefore unto him without the 
camp bearing his reproach.” 

As I see things, there is only one 
thing that will save the world from 
chaos. That is a revival of holiness. It 
saved England in the days of John 
Wesley, and it will save the world to- 
day, if we will preach and practice it 
as they did in those days. Let us work 
while it is called today, for the night 
is coming when no man can work. We 
need to return to the old time gospel. 
There is too much shallow preaching 
and shallow living. No wonder the 
world is in doubt and unbelief, athe- 
ism growing by leaps and bounds in 
our own nation. May God help us to 
preach it and live it as never before.
